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and of Europe ; Cattegat ; Baltic Sea. 

The present widely species is represented in Saghalien at present by a few 
sterile specimens collected at the single locality mentioned above. Our specimens 
resemble in certain extent on one hand Odonthalia corymbifera and on the other 
0. kamtschatica, but they differ from the former in having a conspicuous midrib 

in the lower part of the frond and in the mode of branching and from the latter in

having marginal minute branchlets. The width of the frond, in a' dried state, is 
up to 3 mm. The plant adheres firmly to paper on drying.

1 mm latae, interiores ovato- 
oblongae, apice acutae, c. 3.6 mm altae, c. 1.1mm latae, nervo tenui. Setes erecta 
rufescens c. 3.5-5mm longa, levis. Theca erecta, oblonga, 1.5-1.7mm longa, 0.6- 
0.9mm crassa. Peristomii dentes, late lanceolati, c. 0.2mm longi et basi c. 0.07 
mm lati, densiuscule articulati, minutissime papillosi vel fere laeves, fusci.
